Behaviour of Some African Students 
At McGill is Found ^'Disturbing" 



Sir: 

I find 'it is disturbing lo see 
how thoughtless is the baha- 
-viour- of some: of the African 
students at .McGill. Their recent 

. , protest march, (Feb. 15, 1961) 
certainly shows this. 
, -"The Doil» carried a photo- 
graph, of à group of Africans 
outside - Roddick Gates with a 
sign reading 'Lumumba, Abe 
Lincoln' of the Congo'.' Isn't it 
disturbing lo sec unii/ersilu stu- 
dents who can be so foolish as 
to insult . the memory of the 
. great American President, Abra- 
ham Lincbln, by comparing him 
with the late Lurtiumba who was 
an ex-convict (both for criminal 
ii polilical offences), and who, 
while in Montreal last year, had 
the audacity to lie to .Montreal- 
ers when micstioncd about the- . 
raping o( European women by 
Africans in the Congo. That 
hundreds of European women, 
including nuns, had been raped 

, was' confirmed by courts of in- 
quiry. 

I suggest that these African 
-students first get their facta 
straight and not to make them- 
selves ridiculous by aping the 
demonstratlon'to U.S. & Belgian 
embassies abroad, (môstly in 
Communist cities\ or the 
shocking display by Negroes at 
tbe U.N. receïltly/;I'furtner-aug- 
gcst that these stadents^remem- 
ber that most ef them arc here 
as guesti of the Canadian 'go- 
vernment. 

The person, persons, or go-

I realise that it is dimbult 
to understand exacUy what is 
happening in the Congo, espe- 
cially as the Canadian press is 
decidedly onesided, but in case 
of -doubt one must Jump to 
conclusions. I suggest that more 
use is made of B.B.C. broad- 
casts, which can be heard by 
the courtesy of the C.B.C. at 
12 noon six days a week. For 
instance, on Feb. 17. 1961, the 
B.B.C. reported that yet, another 
mission station had been attack- 
ed by. Congolese Africans and 
thab a Belgian priest had been 
.murdered. Who Is going to ma-, 
ke a protest march for the death 
of a man who gave his life so 
that. he might hc\\> teach 
very people that murdered hii 
May I point out somethi 
else?

In any coijiplex organization, a division of labour,

institution through the years has evolved into a. delineation 
of pcisitlon and responsibility-to such-an extent .where . all 
officersr'are functionally .dependent Upon one another. It Is 
for this reason that we are writing this column, directed 

Erincipally at. those seeking office in the coming elections 
lid those supporting the candidates. 

In order for mis so-called "well-oiled rrw'chine" to 
carry out its duties efficiently and effectively frbrn Septem- 
perto March, it cannot suffer fro'm-the following .ailments : 

tesignations, irresponsible 'of fleers, complacent students.' and 
ihattended meeting's. 

' . CONSIDER CAREFULLY 

Before a.candidate commits herself as a potential officer 
to the electorate, ïhe niust, above all, carefully scrutinize 
the duties and responsibilities inherent in the position. She 
fnust also judge for herself whether she -has the necessary 
Qualifications - past experience and personal qualities - to 
fulfill, the potential of the office. And perhaps, of greater 
Importance, she' should have a fair knowledge of the amount 
of time she is vvilling to devote to the Association in relation 
to the pressing academic standard,, and whether this is 
Adequate , enough for the post. 

Unfortunately, in the p>ast, the impact of the spring's 
election has made itself felt only after the new school term 
had begun, and numerous résignations early In the fall not 
only curfailed the effectiveness of the WAA.. but as well 
forced it to limp along without replacements for lengthy 
periods of time. One- must, at the time, of elections, be 
willing to pay the. cost of time and Work for the-^new-gained 
prestige of being an executive. • . .' ' , 

THE OPEN MEETING 
At the WAA Open Meeting to be held in early March, 
several officers will be elected by popular support from 
those in attendance. The three very important positions of 
Secretary, Treasurer, and Recreational Activities Chairman 
will be contested. Two points must be made in reference 
to the above election. Students planning ''to attend the 
rmeeting should make it their duty and responsibility to find 
Out the respective merits of ,the candidates. Although stu- 
iàents are 'called, upon at the meetirig to verbally support 
the candidates, obviously t^ie supporters, of nominees only 
present eulogies rather than a list of the déficiences of 
their clioice • candidate. 

Secondly, mention must be made of certain, "irregula- 
Htles" which occur at the meeting, visible to all, yet within 
the scope of legality. What I'm referring to here is the 
attendance of certain "factions" en masse to push througl^ 
their respective candidates. ;We agréç. that anyone is, eligible 
and welcome t<> attend the rneetiri{j to vote,. and we also 
agree that in order to win an election one needs supporters, 
but for the benefit of the WAA and superior candidates 
who have suffered from this action, we plead with those 
concerned to vote on the merits of the candidates them- 
selveis, and on th'at|l}aS;!sjalone.f IhtorfJer^ any cmba- 

rassement to those concerned, we would like,.to recommend 
that the WAA. hold a closed ballot election, rather than a 
hand-raising prie. so that , none of 'the electors, are intimi- 
dated and so that the wishes -:of-. the selectors be kept 

undiscIosed.'''!rhe: executive of the 
WAATcould'.véry quickly sort out 
the ballots^ and hence- do away 
with the other "practice".
